Money.

When about to leave the United States
it is ndvisable to secure whatever foreign
money you may need from s reputable
exchange broker, of whom there area
number in every city. If you intend
crossing the ocean you can often change
greenbacks for English money to the
amount of about §100 on board the
steamship. It is not prudent, however
to trust to this chance, as there are fre-
mﬂy more demands on the purser

he is able to meet. Besides, the
premium charged is usually higher than
you would have to pay to the broker at
the port of embarkation. American and
English gold 1s readily exchanged in
most foreign countries, but in England,
if you depend upon the chances of the
hour, a five dollar gold piece is often re-
ceived at the rate of o sovereign, and in
France it is not uncommon to have a
sovereign received as a twenty franc
piece. Both prudence and economy
therefore, suggest dealing with the regu-
lar exchange brokers, who can be found
in the vicinity of the railroad depots in
most European cities.
